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"300 Years" 

Rochester, Tri-Town Church Celebrates Found- 
ing 

Celebrating 300 years as a gathered body of 
believers since October 13, 1703 is bringing great joy to the 
members of the First Congregational Church of Rochester. 
The 300th celebration is focused on the history and the 
people who made it, but more importantly it gives honor 
and glory to God who has blessed the church abundantly 
through the 300 continuous years of Christian worship at 
Rochester Center 

In 1683, Reverend Samuel Shiverick preached in a 
small meetinghouse near Minister's Rock in the present 
town of Marion. In 1687, Shiverick moved to Falmouth 
and Reverend Samuel Arnold was invited to "settle" and 
was offered a "proprietor's share in the lands of Roches- 
ter." 

In 1697, the Common, the Burying Ground and 
the "Ministry Lands" were laid out at Rochester Center 
and on October 13, 1703, the First Church of Rochester 
was organized. Eight men signed the original Church 
Covenant and since that time the church has had a history 
of continuous worship for 300 years. 

To make history come alive, their historical 
experts searched church records and books relating to 
"Olde Rochester" to produce skits about the church 
leaders of long ago. In January, in full colonial costume.

Reverend Samuel Arnold, who organized the church in 
1703, and his wife, Sarah "visited" during a regular 
service. The Arnolds presented an informative, and at 
times, humorous dialog depicting their life and that of the 
church in the first little meetinghouse located nearby 
within the First Parish Cemetery. 

March brought a visit from the second minister. 
Reverend Timothy Ruggles, along with two of his deacons 
and a controversial parishioner, Noah Sprague. Reverend 
Ruggles presented a picture of his life and times, as he led

the church from 1710 (a young man fresh out of Harvard) 
until his death in 1768. The two deacons did their part, 
one admonishing certain members of the congregation on 
moral issues and the other circulating with his pole used 
on one end to awaken sleeping parishioners and the other 
to rap unruly youthful "Sabbath-breakers." {Note: They no 
longer impose fines on Sabbath Breakers!) 

Dialog between Reverend Ruggles and Noah 
Sprague portrayed a lengthy controversy that arose 
between the two over a stack of salt hay. With reconcilia- 
tion impossible, Sprague left the church and formed a full 
parish in North Rochester in 1753. Reverend Ruggles 
preached at three different meetinghouses, each one 
becoming too small as the town population grew. The 
second meetinghouse was built in 1717 and another in 
1760. Although town meeting was held in the latter, it was 
owned by the parish, not the town as were the previous 
buildings. The third pastor. Reverend Jonathan Moore, is 
expected to visit us soon. 

The original "Olde Rochester" encompassed all of 
the present towns of Marion and Mattapoisett and a large 
part of Wareham. Because of the great distances involved 
to reach the meetinghouse, it was inevitable that groups 
would break away from the Mother Church and form 
their own parishes. Mattapoisett became the first to form 
in 1736, Wareham the second in 1739, North Rochester in 
1753 and Marion in 1827. Between the years of 1837 and 
1845, all of these ancient mother and daughter churches

had new houses of worship in the Christopher Wren style 
of New England architecture, though modified with a 
square belfry instead of the usual spire. All are still in use 
with the exception of the one in Wareham that burned in 
1904 and was replaced with a different style. 

The current meetinghouse, built in 1837, still 
sufficiently serves their needs. In 1993 a new Fellowship 
Hall was dedicated, the first new building for the church 
in over 150 years. This handicap-accessible addition is 
frequently used for many kinds of receptions, suppers, 
church, and community events. 

The 300th celebration continued in April with a 
Quahog Chowder Supper and a time of remembrance of 
the Rochester Men's Brotherhood, formed in 1953 at the

urging of Reverend Lewis Hastings. The Brotherhood 
continued to benefit the community in endless ways until 
the early '80s. Well over 100 ladies enjoyed the Annual 
Ladies Luncheon in May with its theme "Quilts from 
Heaven." Remembered were the many ladies from the 
past who faithfully served in countless capacities. A June 
Hymn Sing, led by two local gospel groups and followed 
by an Ice Cream Social was a great success, drawing many 
from surrounding towns. A July Reunion Lunch brought 
together many who had attended Sunday School and 
Pilgrim Fellowship (the youth group) through the years. 

The Annual Rochester Country Fair provided an 
opportunity to sponsor an outreach booth, run a profit- 
able "dunk tank" to benefit the youth group, and enter a 
prize-winning float titled "Through the Years" in the Fair 
Parade.

notes the following: "The locality of this institution for 
health and morality is not surpassed by any in New 
England. The trustees confidently assure the Public that a 
thorough course of instruction will be given in this school 
in all English studies, Latin, Greek and French languages. 
Term of tuition. Common English branches, $4.; Higher 
English $4.50; Languages $5. Good board in private 
families may be obtained from $1.75 to $2. per week. 
Great attention will be paid to the moral conduct, general 
deportment and intellectual improvement of scholars sent 
to this school. " 

The Academy declined in the early 1860's due to 
shortage of funds and the proliferation of academies 
being built in this area. In 1865, older students from the 
then called Rochester Center School attended the Acad- 
emy. The original building included a Vestry area, which 
has been used for church purposes since its beginning. In 
1905, the Church permitted the Town to utilize two upper 
rooms as school classrooms. This use continued imtil the 
early 1950s. The second floor has now been converted (by 
Old Colony Vocational Students) into seven religious 
education classrooms. The church office and pastor's 
study are now located on the first floor of the Vestry. 

Also worthy of mention here are some notable 
First Congregational Church members from the past 
including Mary Hall Leonard, author and historian (much 
of the foregoing information is taken from her book

Representative to Province Court and Representatives to 
the General Court before the revolution: Abraham 
Holmes, John Hammond, Noah Sprague, Thomas Dexter, 
Jolin Freeman, and Samuel Sprague. 

In early military service were Militia leaders. 
Lieutenant Johin Hammond, and Ensign Isaac Holmes 
(1690), Reverend Jonathan Moore, who went as Chaplain 
with the 18th company of militia answering the Lexington 
Call, and Captain Earl Clap, who was at the Battle of 
Bunker Hill and rose in rank to Major. Major Elnathan 
Haskell was an aide to Gen. George Washington, and as 
such is shown in painting hanging in the Capitol in 
Washington, DC portraying Borgoyne's Surrender. 
Serving in the French and Indian Wars were Paul Sears 
and Joseph Doty (served in Canada), Joseph Barlow, 
Charles Sturtevant, and Earl Clap. Joseph Doty, Jonathan 
King, and Samuel Cowing served in the War of 1812. 

Between the years from 1690 to 1909, more than 
30 of the church members took on the civic roles of Town 
Clerk and Selectmen, the first three being Samuel White, 
Samuel Hammond and Mark Haskell. From 1909 imtil 
present times, our members have continued to play a 
major role in local government. 

Dr. James Foster was the early local doctor. (Note: 
The early Pastors, namely Reverend Samuel Arnold and 
Timothy Ruggles also aided their people by extracting 
teeth, doling out opium, saffron, elder, yellow dock and 
snakeroot when their parishioners own remedies failed). 

In education the first pastor, Samuel Arnold, 
along with his pastoral duties, taught young boys who 
wanted to attend Harvard College. (Rochester has always 
been known for its support of academics and in the early 
days it was generally the presiding Reverend who led the 
quest for education.) 

Abraham Holmes, a lawyer and representative to

the General Court, used his home office to teach law 
students there being no local law school available. 

Reverend Jonathan Bigelow, who came in 1827, 
was responsible for the building of our present meeting- 
house, a parsonage and the Rochester Academy. Many 
graduates became doctors, lawyers, teachers, ministers 
and judges, living beneficial lives in their own communi- 
ties. Henry Martyn Dexter, one of the first preceptors of 
Rochester Academy afterwards became Nestor of Congre- 
gationalism. This congregation has always been blessed 
with an abundance of teachers.

Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting 

October 6, 2003

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, October 6 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Barry J. Denham. Also present were 
Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Selectman Stephen J. 
Lombard, Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho, and 
Administrative Assistant Melody Pacheco. 

The board first unanimously approved the 
minutes of the meetings of the Board of Selectmen held on 
September 8, September 9, and September 25, 2003, and 
the Executive Session minutes of September 17, 2003. 
They then signed the appointment slips for the Director of 
Emergency Management Planning for Police Chief Mary 
Lyons; Deputy Director of Emergency Management 
Planning for Fire Chief Ronald E. Scott; and the Assistant 
to the Deputy Director, William O. Simpson. These 
appointments were made at the September 25 Selectmen's 
Meeting. 

The board extended a warm welcome to Michael 
J. Botelho, the newly-appointed Town Administrator, as 
this was his first regular Selectmen's meeting. 

The board noted that on Monday, October 13, all 
Town Offices will be closed in observance of Columbus 
Day

At 7:12 pm the board met with Ray Pickles of the 
Carver/ Marion/ Wareham Regional Refuse District 
(CMR) to discuss changing the hours of operation at the 
Marion Transfer Station. 

"We have experienced a really dramatic increase 
in the volume of waste that's going through the Marion 
Transfer Station — it's gone up about 14 percent/' Mr. 
Pickles said. "The (CMR) Committee met ... and we're 
suggesting a change in hours, reducing it to a little over 40 
hours a week by closing it on Mondays. The old regula- 
tions kept it open a half-day on Sunday. We'll pay for the 
notices that will have to go out to all those using the 
transfer station. I'm looking for a vote from the Board of 
Selectmen to close the transfer station on Monday.

$16,851.53 to pay prior year's bills. The Finance Commit- 
tee (FinCom) recommended passage of the article. With 
that. Town Meeting unanimously passed the article. 

Town Meeting voters spent the better part of an 
hour discussing and debating the merits of ARTICLE 2, 
which requested them to allocate $950,000 in order to 
defray the construction cost related to the addition and 
renovation of the Joseph H. Plumb Memorial Library at 17 
Constitution Way, such appropriation to be contingent 
upon the town receiving matching grant funds from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts in an amount not less 
than $1,724,914. This article, if approved, would also 
require a Proposition 2-1/2 override on the October 8 
Special Election ballot. 

Library Trustee Robin Roderick explained that 
after a larger proposal had been rejected at the last Annual 
Town Meeting, the Board of Library Trustees went back 
and prepared a smaller, scaled-down expansion plan — 
Plan B — which require $950,000 (an estimated $35 per 
$200,000 house valuation) from the town to get $1.8 
million from the state. 

Likewise, Library Director Olivia Mello noted that 
since coming to Rochester she has found her job difficult 
due to the spacing constraints at the library. 

"It's frustrating ... with the (existing) space," Ms. 
Mello said. "My challenge has been ... what to do with 
(the people) once they come into the library. One morning 
I arrived at work to find over 30 children there for a drop- 
in event. The residents of Rochester need a bigger treasure 
chest ... to store their jewels and gems." 

"We need storage space for our historical collec- 
tion," added resident Katherine Church. "It's a valuable 
collection and it needs taking care of." 

"I know some people are skeptical about whether 
the state will come through with funding or not," said 
Library Trustee Jack Fyock.

percent of the total grant within 30 days (of approval) ... 
that's been the history. When we complete the design, the 
town will receive the second 30 percent — so the town 
will have 60 percent funding even before we begin 
construction." 

Ms. Roderick cautioned that if this article were to 
be defeated, Rochester will not only lose the $1.8 million 
grant, but they won't be eligible to reapply for funding 
again until 2010.

CANINE ARTHRITIS 

I have an 11 year old German Shepherd dog that limps after we 
play hall. My veterinarian says that the dog has hip dysplasia. 
What can I do to make him more comfortable now that colder 
weather is approaching? 

There are 2 major groups of drugs that you can use for your 
arthritic dog. The first are drugs that help regenerate the car- 
tilage that lines the joint and the second are antiinflamma- 
tory drugs. 

There are 3 products that help cartilage and the general joint 
environment. Chondroitin sulfate. Glucosamine and 
Adequan all seem to help cartilage regenerate itself and help 
modify the fluid in the joints to make animals more comfort- 
able. These drugs have very few side effects. 
Nonsteroidal antiinflammatory drugs (NSAIDS) are often 
useful in dogs but NOT CATS. Bufferin and Ascriptin can be 
used as the first line of defense. Ibuprofen (Advil) should 
never be used in your pet as it causes severe ulceration of 
the stomach in dogs. You may want to discus the use of 
Rimadyl with your veterinarian. It is a new antiinflamma- 
tory drug that seems to be fairly safe and very effective in 
treatment of arthritis in dogs.

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More Than This

Lost in Translation. Starring Bill Murray and Scarlett 
Johansson. Directed by Sofia Coppola. Running time: 
102 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Sofia Coppola's Lost in Translation is a wee, lovely piece about 
disenchantment giving way to enchantment. This director's touch 
is exquisitely gentle — so much so that some viewers will inevita- 
bly complain that "nothing happens." I wasn't a huge fan of 
Coppola's only other directorial effort, 2000's Tlie Virgin Suicides, 
though I acknowledged that she certainly showed talent, if not a 
rigorous eye for material (the same is true of her brother Roman, 
who made the fetching but problematic CQ). Working this time 
with her own story, Coppola lets it relax and breathe, devoting 
herself to moods and moments. The only comparison I'll make here 
to her legendary father Francis is that this is the sort of small, 
intimate movie he himself has said he's always wanted to make. 
For whatever reasons, he hasn't. His daughter has. 

She's also done something else: American acting very likely 
won't get any finer this year than Bill Murray as washed-up movie 
star Bob Harris, who slouches towards Japan to do a whiskey ad 
campaign that promises $2 million. This is a performance to shelve 
alongside Murray's work in Scrooged, Groundhog Day, and Rushmore. 
Without any flashy dialogue (Coppola keeps it spare and realistic), 
with a bare minimum of movement, Murray damn near writes the 
great American novel. Take his karaoke scene. Now, we know very 
well that Murray, via Nick the Lounge Singer on Saturday Night 
Live, can destroy songs with the furmiest of them. Here, as melan- 
choly Bob, he covers first Elvis Costello and then Roxy Music; his 
rendition of "More Than This" certainly isn't the prettiest I've ever 
heard, but he makes you feel why Bob picked the song, what he sees 
in it, why it defines him. And the song becomes a heartbreaker. 

Drifting around the hotel bar when he's not suffering the 
inexplicable commands of his Japanese director ("More intensity," 
the translator explains unhelpfully — leaving us, and Bob, to 
wonder how exactly one might turn one's head and sip whiskey 
intensely). Bob catches the eye of a similarly dissatisfied American 
— Charlotte (Scarlett Johansson), the young wife of a photogra- 
pher (Giovanni Ribisi) who's in Tokyo to shoot a band. Both Bob 
and Charlotte feel adrift in the teeming neon playpen of Tokyo, 
sitting alone in their respective hotel rooms and wondering why 




they're here — in Tokyo and in general. Bob has a wife and children 
at home; exciting decisions await him there, such as what color the 
new carpet should be (burgundy? What is burgundy, anyway?). 

Each is noticed by the other without knowing it, and when 
they meet their rapport is easy and immediate. Romance is not an 
issue, nor is sexual tension; it's not a father-daughter-type relation- 
ship, either. They are two people of almost the same temperament 
and level of depression, and they reach out to each other instinctually 
and with relief. The husky-voiced, full-lipped Scarlett Johansson 
has an awkward, unfinished beauty, much like her director, and 
she makes something tentatively erotic out of her scenes with 
Murray even though the scenes have no sexual text or subtext. It's 
what I would call, for want of a much better term, platonic eroti- 
cism — the friction of moods and minds sparking together. 

Coppola builds an entire movie on delicate exchanges, never 
goes for anything you expect (there's no stupid scene in which 
Charlotte's enraged, jealous husband decks Bob — the husband is 
too preoccupied with his assignment to notice his wife's ermui), 
and leaves a lot of questions teasingly unanswered except between 
the lines. 1 wondered, for instance, whether Charlotte even knew 
who Bob was, or knew and chose not to let on; this is answered late 
in the game when a hurt Charlotte lashes out at Bob. And there's 
that much-debated whisper at the end, when Bob tells Charlotte 
something she hears and we don't. The more literal-minded viewer 
may speculate — pointlessly — about what is said, but by then, 
Coppola and the actors have made Bob and Charlotte so real to us 
that 1 simply didn't feel it was any of my business what Bob 
whispered. We've been privy to their shared happiness and de- 
spair for two hours, but their last exchange stays between them, as 
it should.

tained a thorough description of Murray, the female, and 
the vehicle used in the crime.

If you ask Rochester resident Robert Cummings, all 
student-athletes at Old Rochester Regional High School 
stand to benefit from the formation of the Old Rochester 
Athletic Foundation, Inc., a consolidated non-profit fund- 
raising arm established to raise money for all sports pro- 
grams at ORR. 

The genesis of the organization came about, accord- 
ing to Mr. Cummings, when shortly after work was com- 
pleted at the new ORR football field, he was approached 
as a member of the ORR Gridiron Club by a coach. 

"They were trying to get the field ready to play, and 
the coach said: 'Well, we've got some stuff that just isn't 
there,'" Mr Cummings said. "They ran out of money (in 
the ORR) construction project. The visitors bleachers were 
an alternate item when they went out to bid ... it was some- 
thing that was going to be added if there was money left, 
but they had overruns on everything." 

Since Mr. Cummings had some experience with the 
Planning Committee at ORR and as an active member of 
the Gridiron Club, he felt the time was right to establish a 
previously-discussed non-profit 501 (c) (3) group to handle 
fimd-raising for all sports programs — a natural spin-off 
of the recent move to consolidate all the sports booster clubs 
at the school, he said. 

"Once I formed (the ORR Athletic Foundation) to buy 
visitors bleachers for the football field, I ran into Bill Tilden 
... and he said 'Maybe I can get the Track Club to donate 
some money,'" Mr. Cummings said, adding that the por- 
table bleachers could also be used for track events in the 
spring. 

Mr. Cummings said the Mattapoisett Track Club do- 
nated $20,000 to the effort, which was a good leg up on the 
estimated $37,000 for the portable bleachers. Since the 
sports season had begun and the ORR Athletic Founda- 
tion had yet to officially become a non-profit entity, "one 
of the Board of Directors made a loan to the foundation" 
to cover the additional $17,000, Mr. Cummings said. 

"These bleachers that we bought can be used for track, 
for football, for soccer, for baseball ... and they're really 
mobile — they sit on a trailer," he said. "If any of the towns 
had an event — let's say if Mattapoisett had something 
going on at the town wharf and they wanted bleachers, 
you could just pull them down there and set them up." 

As a means of getting the word out, Mr. Cummings 
said he sent a letter out to area businesses recently seeking 
donations. Their goal is to raise $45,000 which will be used 
to not only repay the loan on the bleachers, but also to 
construct a $10,000 to $12,000 press box for the football, 
soccer and track programs — "the score keeper now sits 
on the top row (of the bleachers), hoping it doesn't rain," 
he said. 




Mr. Cummings said "response has been good" and 
they've received about $3,000 in donations since the letter 
went out on September 19. "We've got a good start," he 
said. 

He also thinks the idea of soliciting donations once on 
an annual basis for all sports is a better approach. "When 
I first set up business in town, we started getting solicita- 
tions from groups at the school," he said. "I thought I was 
donating to all the programs. Then fall sports came along, 
soccer came along ... as a business person you want to help 
out, but you don't want to be bombarded and you don't 
want to have say no, either." 

Admitting that the ORR Gridiron Club had been very 
successful with past fund-raising efforts, which sometimes 
left other sports programs feeling slighted, Mr. Cummings 
said a single support group for all ORR sports programs is 
the ideal solution. 

"I'm just trying to show that this is for all the kids," he 
said. "Collectively, we think we can raise more money ... 
instead of it being spread out (among different sports)." 

Although they haven't formally met as a group yet, 
Mr. Cummings said he has been talking to people about 
being on the Board of Directors. "Right now, I think I've 
got eight or nine definites, ideally I'd like to have 10 or 
15," Mr. Cummings said. "We're getting close to holding 
our first meeting."

were tied, and to the times in general. The old mill on 
Rounseville Road has been connected with his family 
since at least 1827. It was also the year Lincoln's great 
grandfather Alden Rounseville was born. His life makes 
for an interesting story in itself. Pictures of the mill as it 
once was were passed around for all to see. 

Henry Hartley spoke on the history of the Hartley 
Mill and his family's connection, which began in 1888. 
Henry has researched through deeds, old wills and other 
sources to learn of the early owners of both that mill and 
others that were once in the area. These included an iron 
forge and gristmill as well as the sawmills. Henry also 
had several interesting tools which were found in the mill 
all dating to the 1800s. Bottles dating as far back as the 
1700s were also talked about. Both men spoke of times 
gone by that were both interesting and at times brought 
back distant memories to some of those present.
